2. In response to amendment filed on 6-March-2008, Claims 1-3 and 6-13 are 
pending in the application. 

ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 1 -3 and 6-1 3 are allowed over the prior art made of record. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The applicant's response to a Quayle Action, filed on 6-March-2008, 

overcomes the cited prior art of record, Georqakopoulos et al (Chronological 
Scheduling of Transactions with Temporal Dependencies), Sadiq et al (US Patent 
6,029,177), and Chen et al (US Patent Application Publication 2002/056761), 
hereinafter, Chen since they do not disclose, teach, or suggest the claimed 
limitations of (in combination with all other features in the claim) Independent 
Claims 1 and 14: 

"comparing a new replication key value in the row change in the first transaction 
message to an old replication key value of a row change in the preceding non- 
completed transaction message, including comparing a hash value of the new 
replication key value in the row change in the first transaction message to a hash value 
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of the old replication key value in the row change in the preceding non-completed 
transaction message; and 

determining that the first transaction message has a dependency on the 
preceding non-completed transaction message if the new replication key value in the 
row change in the first transaction message is the same as the old replication key value 
in the row change in the preceding non-completed transaction message."
